ambitious 
youth. Johnson was unable to obtain 
his legal 
education 
thru the usual 
collegiate 
channels, 
but 
he 
pored 
over legal 
tomes at 
home until 
In* 
was qualified 
to 
win admission 
to 
the Texas state bar. 
It was in Wise county. Texas, th a t 
he held his first public office—ju s ­ 
tice iif peace. 
Within a few years 
he became county judge there. 
Beckoned by the prospects for a d ­ 
vancement 
in 
the 
new 
Oklahoma 
Territory, 
Johnson 
settled 
with 
ids 
filmily iii Lawton iii HMH. 
There he 
was elected district judge at state­ 
hood. 
in 
1907. 
His judicial duties 
were 
the 
mots1 
rigorous 
since 
the 
laws of the new state had yet to be 
interpreted and it was on Johnson's 
indicia I shoulders that milch of the 
burden fell 
At the close of bis second term as 
district judge the jurist returned to 
private 
practice, 
remaining

to the state supreme court from bis 
district.
